Meath, Robert Fitz-Gerrald Elq; Sir. Henry Fane, Dottor Robert Gorges, 
Williaw Robbinſon, Joſeph Coghlan, Edward Corker, and Heary Davys Eqs; 
or any Five of Us, by all Lawtul Ways and Means to make diligent Enquiry 
after, and likewiſe to ſeiſe and ſequeſter into our Hands, to the Uſe of 
Their Majeſties, all and every the Eftate and Tenements, Sum and Sums of 
Money, Goods and Chattels, of all ſuch Perſon and Perſons as now arc, 
or at any time have been in Rebellion againſt Their Majeſties in this King- 
dom ; or that are, or have been any ways aiding, aſſiſting, or abetting the 
{ame : And for the better and more eff<Etual enabling Us in the Execution 
thereof, have by the {aid Letters Patents revoked, annulled, and made 
void all former Orders and Warrants for ſcifing the Money, Goods, and 
Chatte!s of all Parſons in Rebellion. And Their Majeſties do further, by 
the ſaid Letters Patents, require all Mayors, Sheriffs, Juſtices of the Peace, 
and all other Magi{trares, Officers, and Loving SubjeQs, from time ro time 
to obey all ſuch Orders as We, or any Five or more of Us ſhall think fir to 
make in the Premiſſes : And by the faid Letters Patents do further autho-

riſe Us, or any Five of Us, to diſpoſe of all and every the Houſes, Lands 
and Tenements of the faid Perſons, to any Perſon or Hei fons,” tor the Ferm; 
* of one Year from the. Date. of ſuch Leaſes. Now Werhe fa1dq"Commiſh- 
= oners, in execurion of the ſaid Truſt and Power in Us repoled by the {aid 
—_- Letters Patents, do hereby require and command all Officers Mi'itary and 
Li Civil, and all Perſons whatſoever, immediately to br ng, or ſend under their 
Hands, an Account-of.all Lands, Goods, Chattels, and Debrts., belonging 

4 to any Perſon now or lately in Rebellion againlt Their Majeſtics, to Us, or 
any of Us the ſaid Commitiioners ; and where the fame are, :nd in whoſe 
poſſeſſion, though.already ſeis'd upon on any pretence” whatſoever. And 
| We do hereby ſtritly charge and command all Perſons whatſoever, to for- 
7 Wi ' bear for the future to ſeiſe or rake into their Cuſtody any forteited Goods 

| or Chattels, without they have a W.rrant from Us, or {ome Five of Us. 
And whereas ſeveral Perſons, by. vertue of Warrams from-fome of Their 
Majeſties Officers and Magiſtrates, have ſeis'd on ſeveral Gogdss and others 
have, or pretence of Rene and Debts, ſcis'd ſeveral other Goods belonging 
to ſuch forfeiting perſons : Theſe are to require all ſuch perſens, to bring in 
and return to Us a full and perfect Accounr in Writiny of all ſuch Goods, 
and wherethe ſame now are. Ang whereas leveral of ſuch Goods have been 
4 concealed and embezelled, We do hereby declare, That wholoever ſhall 
"S diſcover toi Us the ſeveral perſons that have concealed or embezelled any 
:. {ich Goods, and the Value thereof ſhall be conſidered, and rewarded by Us 
according to the Service by them perform'd, And if atfrer this Our Order 
and publick Notice, any Perſon whatſoever (hall preſume to conceal, em- 
bezel, or endeavour to defraud Their Majeſties of the Benefit of any ſuch 
} Lands, Goods, or Chatre!s, they ſhall, on duc proof thereof made before 
4 Us, be commitred to Priſon, and further proceeded againſt according to the 
: utmoſt Rigour of the Law,, for the {aid Offence. -
